REVIEW OF NEW BOOKS

—"Hesperin” ia the title of a long nnfl
elaborate poetical composition by Cora L. V.
Tappan, which bhas been submitted to our
critical judgment. It is dediosted to ‘‘the
future republic,” and from a prose introdno.
tion wo gain an idea of the purport of the
composition, which, without some such aid,
would be rather incomprehensible to the or-
dinary understanding. As it is, many por-
tions of the posm are obsoure, and the exact
aim of the writer is hard to discover without
more labor than the merits of the work ap-
pear to demand. Not that it ia without merit,
for there are numerous passages of much
besuty which indicate real poetieal power,
which, under proper influences, might pro-
duoe excellent results. “‘Hesperia” is a sort
of epical allegory, in which the straggles of
Americanrepublican freedom are set forth, but
allegory is mnot the author's forte, although
ghe is doubtless strongly impressed with a
contrary opinion. Mrs. Cora L. V. Tappan,
nee Hatch, had some celebrity some years
ago as a spiritnal medium, and she is now an
ardent admirer of Walt Whitman, the *‘bard
of nature,” as she calls him, and these facts
sre sufficient to mccount for many of the
ecoentrioities of the work beforens. It would
be a delightful thing if Mr. Whitman or any
of his admirers and disciples could give a
olear and explicit definition of the word
tpature”’ e8 they understand it, but until
their ideas on the subject are made plainer
to the unelect than they are at present, we
oan scarcely nccept the following, which is
kept up for a number of pages, as either na-
tare or art—poetry it certainly is not: —

The plumes of the lofty pine trees;

How they wave:
The lealy forest feathers;
. How they wave:
The bending birchen branches;

How they wave:
The banncrs of the beeches;

How they wave:
The orimson mottled maples ;

How they wave;
The hemlock and the cedsr;

How they wave:
The grasses on the meadows ;

How they wave:
The golden crested corn-flelds;

How they wave;
The wings of the wild songsters;

How they wave:
The pinlons of the esgles;

How they wave!

The introduction of a meaningless refrain
is not singular to Mrs, Tappan, nor yet to
Walt Whitman; but it is not to be ocom-
mended, no matter who does it. Such verse
as the following is, to say the least of it, tire-
some when there is much of it:—

Valn, vain the Instruments,
Aud all the songs of Lime,
O choros lavisible,—
Orchestras all nnseen ;

O harp with golden strings,
Hung on all places high;

O plplogs of sweet Pan ;
Apollo's charmed lyre ;

O mighty minstrelsies;

O vocal vibrations;

O volceiess harmonies!
Oratorios grand ;

U sacred symphonies ;

(The anthems of the sea still sound exultingly.)

And so “‘the anthems of the sea” sound at
the end of a dozen stanzas without having
any connection with the subject under dis-
cussion that we are able to divine.

Some passages in ‘‘Hesperia” have much
beauty, especially when the poet forgets that
she is writing allegory and invests her cha-
reoters with a real human interast. As bits

of deseription and fine sentiment the open--

ing scene, where ‘‘Hesperia” finds a refuge in
the wilderness, and the subsequent one where
she is reunited to her husband, have very
great merit. Mrs. Tappan's natural tastes
evidently incline to paastoral and domestic
themes, and if it is necessary for her to bea
diseiple, Jean Ingelow would be a better
guide for her than Walt Whitman, Ior sale
by Porter & Coates.

Carleton & Co., 18 a collection of lively essays,
which, in a pleasant rendable sort of way, treat
of “Proposing;” *‘Being Refused;"” ““Why Men
are Refused;” “‘Romantic Lovers;"” ““The Time
for Marrying;"” “Long Engagements;” “‘Good
Matches;” ‘‘False Jowelry;” ‘‘Dressy Men;"

We cannot say that any
of these essays contain much positive informa-
tion about the subjeots Lhey disouss, but they
make a number of useful hints in an agree-
able way, and they are worthy of perusal for
mers entertainment sake.

INSANE ASYLUM BURNED,

—_——-

Destruction of the Nebraska State Instls
tutlion for the Insane—Twe of the In=-
mates Burned to Death —Loss, $175,000,
Toe Lincoln (Neb.) Sfatesnan of the 17th
instant has the following: —

At about 8 o'clock this morning the alarm of
fire was sounded through our streets. The canse
was soon ascertained to be the Imsane Asylum.

The origin of the fire was, without doubt, the
work of an Incendlary, as It caught exactly i,
the same prace as where it was once bel gre
—Iin the northwest corner of the wing, Mear ita
connection with the main bullding. Taere was
no pessibility of any of the inmated havlog ne-
cess Lo that part of the bullding, #.ad the respon-
sibility therefore resis u 60%ne flendish devil
—no human being could possibly be =o far lost
to all reason.

Immediately upon the alarm, Dr. Larsh, with
all the men employed about the building, made
every effort within their power to extiuguish
the flames; but to no yurpoaa.

When it was found impossible to subdne the
flames, their next efforls were made to save the
patients. In the upper part of the portien oe-
cupled by these unfortunates, two men who had
io be kept In rooms separate were confined.
The wstchmen went and released them, and
moade every effort to get them ont, but every
time they wonld retunm again. Finally, they
bad to abandon them and go to the rescua of
others. The pames of the two who perished
were Edward Holverson, eent here from Rich-
ardson county, and Henry Keeler, from Dodge
county.

After the patients were safe they succeeded
in saving a very small portion of the parlor fur-
niture and a considerable number of blankets,
:g‘lx;hat was saved will probably not exceed

The scenes were frightful In the extreme.
Durlng the early stage of the fire one of the in-
mates, who is very bad, seized a clnb and threag-
ened to slaughter all the women and children
about the building. Others were lying upon
cots, unconscious, to all appearances, of the
awiul calamity.

When we arrived on the ground but a small
portion of the walls had fallen in, but in less
than Lhirty minates nearly the whole of the
main part of the building and also the wing
crumbled down like a plle of sand.

The loss to the State will not fall far short of
#175,000, the bulldiu%mving cost §145,000 and
the furnlture abeut §30,000.

What will be done with the patients is a
question which will require eonsideration. No

onbt they will be provided for untll the reas-
sembling of the gislature, when provision
should immediately be made for the erection of
anether bullding.

Great credit is due to the watchmen, nurses,
and all others engaged about the bulldlnrg. they
simply having escaped with their own clothing
snd wrappers, so earnest were they in their
endeavors to care for the unfortunates.

The building was Insured for upwards of
£00,000, divided among the Underwriters' and
the Lorlllard, of New York, the Phwenix, of
Brooklyn, and several other companies,

DUG OUT OF HIS GRAVE,

A Ghastly Business —The Corpse of an Old
Man Rescued from the Body-snatehers,
The Loulsville Courier-Journal of the 20th

ingl. has the following: —

Last night was dark and terrible. It wass
night suited to the business of the body-
enatchers. Graves were not safe, and the hgdy
precinets of the burial ground were invaded,
and human bodles dragged ruthlessly from their
graves and ghastly shrouds.

A little after midnight, while sitting at the
door of his office on Centre and Green streets,
Licutenant Doyle noticed a small spring wagon
coming glowly and carefully in Centre street.
At first it attracted little attention. When
within fifty yards of him it turned suddenly into
the dark ailey that runs from Centre to Fifih,
and which is the rear emtrance to the Medicul
College. Buspecting what was the matter, he
called one of his men and pursued it. Seeing
Ita danger, the horses were whlpﬁed up, and the
wagon dashed up to the back door of the
college, when two men jumped out, and,
reaching back Into the wagon, enatched a
%m:uaily corpse by the feet and pulled it ont.
“alling with a heavy thud upon the ground, it
was being dragged, feet foremost, into the dark
entrance when the officers came up. The mys-
terious men then dropped their booty and fled
within the door, closivg and barriag it after
them, The wagon was driven away at a head-
long pace.

The officers were left alone with the corpse.
It was etark naked and staring. The limbs
were not even frigid and the blood hardly cold.
It was that of an old man whose head was white,
and who had evidently seen much of the trou-
bles and terrors of this world, but hardly any-
thing so terrible as this. His beard was full
and long, and his face was a noble and intelli-
gent one, and bore an expression of peaceful-
ness and ealm hardly kacJJlng with the in-
human circumstance that had brought him back
again to the gaze of the world. I8 neck was
bruised and the ekin torn, showing where tha
rope had been fastened by which he was pulled
oul of his coffin. The skin was torn from one
of his arms also. while the bruises over his body
showed that the work had been heartless and
inhuman,

A shutter was procured, his body placed npon
it and taken to police headquarters, where an
irquest was held at 2 o'clock this morning.

of whom refused farther performance until their
friend Smith was released. On the Tth of Beptember
following, an arrangement was effected by which
Smirh again took possession of the troupe, and pro-
ceeded to exhibit them for the joint benefit of him-
self, Kisiey, and MoGiuire, and he was set at lib.
